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FIGARO ON THE SITUATION. 


Ie Says the Repubicans Will Have 
Eilghty-three Majerity in the Hous-. 


Pants, Nov. 10.—The Figaro publishes the 
followiag in reference to what it calls ‘‘Une 
Revolution Aux Etats-Unis’’ (a revolution In 
the United States): 

Tuesday was pregnant with consequences 
for the United States. There was an eleciion 
im all the States of the Union, and the issue 


was whether the Democrats shoeld coatinue 
to bave the House of Representatives, the 
majority of which they obtained four years 
ago. Nothing of the sort bas occurred, for 
the Democrats have been whi; ped as badly 
as though they were merely hinamen, The 
Republicans will have a majority of eighty- 
three votes. By the dispatches reeeived in 
Europe it will be seen that twenty-four of 
the States, Instead of fourteen, ars now Ke- 
publican, and that the Soutbern States, 
which were the rotten boroughs for the 
Democratic party, have gone over to the 
Republicans. 

The Figaro here phe a description of the 
two great politieal parties in America and 
coutinues as follows: ‘Vhat isto be noted is 
the great importance of the election in the 
city and State of New Yerk. At last the peo-

Japan Adds Another Success to 
, Her Victorious Aims. 


Port Arthur, a Very Important Sea- 
port, Has Been Captured. 


ANOTHER OBSTRUCTION IN THE MARCH 
TO PEKIN REMOVED. 


The Piace Has Been Invested by Both 
Land and Seatfor Some Time—Events 
Tending Tewards the Patching Up ef 
Peace—Pressure Breught te Bear te 


Secure Co-eperation ef the United 
States im Arbitration. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—A dispateh to the Pail 
Mali Gazette from Che Foo says that the Jap- 
anese have captured Port Arthur. The Jap- 
anese forces on both land and sea have in- 
vested Port Arthur for some time, and ft has 
been regarded as a matter of only a few 
Gays till the Chinese stronghold would be 
captured. Port Arthur has been cut off from 
the mainiand by Japanese forces for some 
time past, The fal: of the place is recognized 
as very important to Japan’s arms, as it is 
one more important step towards the invest- 
iture of Pekin, the Chinese capital. 

Events of the last few days in which officials 
and diplomats of several nations have par- 
ticipated lead them to believe that peace be- 
tween Olina and Japan will be concluded at 
anearly day. China has at last reluctantly, 
but very fully admitted that she has feund 
herself wholly unprepared for war. 

Japan on the other hand smilingly accepts 
this acknowledgment of her progress aad 
awaits a detailed proposition asto how mach 
Ohina will concede as a basis of peace. 

Itremainstobe seen whether Japan will 
demand too much or Japanwill yield too 
little, Dut the Inclination of both powers is 
so Btrongly toward getting together that it is 
Delisved that peace will be effected on the 
‘Dasis of Corea’s independence and a cash In- 
demnity for Japan’s war expsudaiture. If, 
however, Japan urges fier demands to the 
extent of accession of part of China’s terrt- 
tory, the present prespects are that China 
will no: humble her pride to this extent, but 
will continge to proseeute the war as best 
she can, relying on the bitter winter now at 
hand to give her a temporary respite and de- 
fense. 

The foregoing briefly summarizes the situa- 
tion as itis viewed by officials who have re- 
cently had mosttodo withthe subject. At 
the outset Great Britain sought to have the 
United States and the great powers of 
Europe intervene. The facts as to these 
negotiations at Washington inthe United 
States have not until now been made kaown. 
Cable directions from the London Foreign 
Office first went to Mr. Goschen, the British 
Charge. D’ Affaires in the absence of Sir Julian 
Pauneefote. Mr. Goschen was at the time at 
his summer home at New Loadon, Conn. 


The subject was too important to be 
committed to the mail, sO that Mr. Goschen 
took the first train to Washington. He ar- 
rived Sept.2and remained two days. He 
saw Secretary Gresham in person and pre- 
sented Great Britain’s proposition that the 
United States co-eperate with other powers 
toward securing peace. Areply was daly 
given that the Untied States weuld rot co- 
operate on the ground, it is said, thatthe 
policy of the nation was to avold any eatan- 
glement with foreign alliances om questions 
in which it had ao immediate concern. 
Since that time no efforts on the part of 
Great Britain to urge the negotiations have 
been made so farasis known. Uader these 
circumstances the present negotiations do 
bot involve foreign interveation, Dut a 
mutual arrangement between China ard 
Japan to which foreign powers will sive 
their moral support. It makes little d!ffer- 
ence, therefore, what the United States or 
other powers do, so jong as China and Japan 
come together, although both powers seem 
to De anxious to have the eo-operation of the 
Anon eg States and othersin their negotia- 
ons. 
To what extemt the Chinese Minister at 
Washington hes directed the negotiations, is 
not exactly onto as the Legation officials 
are very secretive. It is known, however, 
that the Chinese Minister had a long confer- 
ence with Secretary Gresham yesterday 
morning.

ABSENIC MINING. 


How it Is Condueied in the Most Samus 
Mine in England. 
From the Pittsbarg Dispatch. 

There are many points of interest in 
the way in which arsenic is now obtained 
from one of the most famous mines in 
England, the Devon Great Consols. The 
mine was originally worked for copper 
alone, and would have been abandoned but 
for the dis¢overy that the waste thrown 
out as worthless when copper was sought 
proved rich in arsenic. Although copper is 
still raised, it is in small quantities, and 


works. The arsenic pyrites cons ist of 25 to 
20 per cent of iron, 12% to 14 per cent of 
arsenic, and the rest of earthy matter. 

After being crushed, this is sorted by | fade 
of from 13 to 16 years of age. It is the 
washed and ‘“‘jigged,”’ or sifted, and pésse 
on to the first calciner, where it is burned 
with low-class coal, and produces “arsenic 
soot’’—that is, arsenic so mixed with smoke 
from the coal as to be of a gray color. 

The arsenic and soot, deposited in com- 
bination in the chimney or condenser, are 
scraped out and taken to the second cal- 
ciner for purification The calciners con- 
gist of revolving iron drums, through 
which a fire of anthracite coal is carried 
on rotating iron furnaces kept-red hot. As 
the arsenical soot is subjected to the influ- 
ence of this heat the arsenic is sublimed 
and condensed. The operation has to be 
carefully watched, and if the workmen 
— the arsenic badly they have to pay 

or it. 

The arsenic is liable to produce sores if 
permitted to lodge in wrinkles and folds of 
the flesh, or about the mouth or nostrils. 
As a rule, however, this only happens 
when there is carelessness as to personal 
cleanliness,and the arsenic workers sim- 
ply have to wash themselves thoroughly 
every day on frag ober | from work. Other- 
wite the work is considered healthy. 

It prevents all eczema, and the filmes of 
sulphuric acid as well as the arsenical dust 
are fatal to the germs of disease, Most 
workmen remain at the works for a num- 
ber of years without suffering, but ocea- 
sionally the symptoms of arsenical poison-

IS JOHNSON ELIGIBLE? 


The Newly Blected Assistant Presecuting 
Attermey Net an Eureilea Lawyer. 


Doubt has been cast upen the eligibility of 
Richard M. Johnson to serve ag Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney of the Court or Crimi- 
nal Correction. Mr. Johnson was admitte! 
to the bar of the St. Louls Circuit Court sev- 
eral years agoan1 hastheright to practice 
in ailthe courts of the Stat-, but he has not 
been enrolled in that court,nor in any other, 
“sfaras hasbeen disc: vered. Mr..Johoson 
has no office anywhere in the city and is not 
looked ujoo by other jawyers as an active 
practitioner. Jude Churies B. stark, who 
was cailed on foran opinion as to Mr. Jonn- 
son’s elixibliity, looked upjthe law somewhat 
hurriediys, and while he declined to 
give an opinion until after he 
uad made careful comparison of ali the 
statutes bearing on ths suvject was inclined 
to the view that the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney of the Wour' of Vorrection must be 
apenrolied attorney. Judve stark showed 
the general statue of 1865, which simply 
provide that the Circult Attorney and Assis- 
tant C reult Attorne: of each judicial circult 
shall be competent lawyers and shall reside 
In the circult for which they shall be elected. 
The act of 1869, providing for the election uf 
Assistant Prosecuting Atturney, provides 
tuat be shall possess ihe same qualifications 
as are provided by law for Circuit Attorneys, 
but the law then in force, Jud e Star« sald. 
simply required that the person elecied 
-hould bea competent attorney residing in 
the circult where eiected. 

Reference was then had to the general 
statutes, revision of 1889; governing prose- 
cating attorne s th:ioughout the state, of 
which sec. 631 provides that ‘*he shall be a 
person learned in the law, duly licensed to 
practice as an attorney and enrolied as 
such.’’ The fact being established that Mr. 
Jounson is not enrolied, M. stark was in- 
clined to consider him as disqualified, but he 
would prefer, he said, to ascertain whether 
enrollment was required fer circuit aitor- 
neys vefore giving a formal opinion. 

It was definitely ascertained that Mr. 
Johpson has no office in this city 
for the practice of the law, or for 
any other purpose; and diligent inquiry 
about his usual haunts falled to discover 
him. Mr. Johnson has not Deentihn active 
practice since the termination of his dipio- 
imatic service in: hina, aithough he is recog- 

igedin the Circuit Court as baving tke 
rixitto practice. But heis not an enrolled 
aitorney. <

Sylvester Baxter contfibutes to the Cos- 
mopolitan of this month an article on the 
‘*Public. Control of Urban Transit,’’ 
which contains instructive reading for cit- 
izens of St. Louis and in fact of all Amer- 
ican cities. 

Mr. Baxter gives sketches of the condi- 
tions under which city transit has been de- 
yeloped in Berlin, Paris, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Glasgow, Melbourne, Australia, 
and Toronto, Canada, and other foreign 
cities. He shows by comparison that the 
people of the cities of progressive America 
are far behind the people of cities of 
Europe, Canada and Australia in the mat- 
ter of street railway franchises. In all of 
these cities the principle of public control 
of street railways is realized with admir- 
able results. All of these cities do not re- 
tain the ownerships and practical manage- 
ment. ef their. rapid. transit system, but 
they do retain control, ad the franchises 
a¥e Jimated and provide for the purchase 
or reletting of them by the municipalities 
at the.end of the per’od fixed, Thus, in- 
stead of ‘turning all the profit of their 
growth into private pockets, the cities are 
enabled to reap a fair part of it. Some of 
them get the ownership of the roads 
through a sinking fund without a cent of 
cost and in addition to high revenues. “

and wise system of disposing of franchises 


the streets and. a grogs revenue of only 
ea wh the best opportunities of St. 
“Louis ‘to profit by the sale of valuable 
chises have been thrown away, yet 
the subject is still pertinent.

Preelaimed D-otator Witheut War- 


rant. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Nov. 10.—The fetes and 
festivals have begurm throughout Brazil in 
honor of the inauguration of anew Presi- 
dent on Thursday next. The occasion is 
much like the qradreunial inauguration of a 
President of the United States, except that 
the festivities extend over five days and con- 
claude with the formal swearing inof the 
pew Chief Executive. 

The present inauguration has special sig- 
nificance as it is the first induction ofa Pres- 
ident elected by the people since Brasil put 
aside monarchy and beeame arepublic. The 
first President after Dom Pedro’s abdication 
was chosen by Congress and, on his death, 
the Vice-rresident, Piexoto, succeeded to 
the Presidency and has admigistered the 
office up to this time. 

There have been critics of Brazil’s de- 
partare from monarchy to republNecanism 
who have prophesied that she would follow 
the eourse of other southera republics in 
perpetuating the ¢presideats. But this bas 
mot been realized. Onthe contrary an ejec- 
tion was held last March, at a time when 
Brasil was convulsed with the revolution by 
Admirais Da Gama and De Mello. The can- 
Gidate of the Republican party was Senator 


Moreaz, who was elected with little opposi- 
tion. Moreaz is a type of the new republican- 
-{smof Brazil,as he was President of the 
Constitutional Convention which gave the 
republic its first constitation, and afterwards 
President of the Senate, where he partici- 
pated in the enactment of legislation. 

The inauguration ceremony begins at Rio 
De Janeiro to-day with a graad military re- 
- view, and the reception of special envoys 

from Uruacuasy apd Argentine. The Uru- 
guayan officials bring medals and decora- 
tions to be conferred in consequence of the 
‘war with Paragua}. During the remaining 
days the city is to be given over to military 
and paval reviews, precessions, etc. Elabo- 
rate preparations ha been made, and the 
Brazilian capital is in gala attire similer to 
the appearance of Washington in the United 
' States on tnauguration day. The Brazilian 
Congress has granted ample appropriations 
for the event. 

Speaking of the reported movemest to pre- 
vent the inauguration of 4 oreaz and pro- 
claim Peixoto Dictator, a prominent official 
said itis entirely unwarranted, as the cele- 
Dration beginning to-day indicates. Presi- 
dent Peixoto will continue to hold his posi- 
tion as a general ofthearmy. The rebellious 
element in ~outhern Brazil has recently been 
counselled by its leader to abandon the fruit- 
less struggle. In any event the rebeliion ts 
of small eonsequence, the strength and re- 
’ gources of Brazil belnug given to the constitu- 
tion and Republican Government.
